First pay- 
ments on wheat for the bal- 
ance of the 1929 crop not yet 
delivered by Pool members 
will be decreased to 85 cents 
from one dollar; on barley, to 
30 cents from 40 cents; and 
on rye to 40 from 45 cents. 


Loss Is Recorded 

The cuitin payments comes with 
the grain market depressed to a post- 
tion unrecorded in many years. Yes- 
terday the July future cracked to 9214 
cents, lowest point since July, 1914. 
Today all three futures closed under 
one dollar, an event with but few pre- 
cedents in the annals of the Winni- 
peg Grain Exchange. 

Prices set by the pool on wheat, 
barley and rye are from 8% to 5% 
cents under the cash quotations at 
which the market closed today. No. 1 
northern wheat closed at 93% cents, 
No. 3 C.W. barley at 36% cents, and 
No. 2 C.W. rye at 45% cents. 

Beyond stating that the quantity of 
barley, rye and wheat in farmers’ 
hands from the 1929 crop to be deliv- 
ered to the pool is insignificant, the | 
pool's official statement makes no 
comment on the move to cut down 
their payments. In previous years the | 
initial payment has been what the 
pool regards as a safe amount to pay 
on the crop, and further payments are 
made as the crop is marketed.

“Our own view,” continued 
commissioners, “is that until 
provinces of India have establis 
themselves by the working of unitary 
government, as self-governing units, 
the ultimate form which the central 
government will take cannot be fin- 
ally determined.

Report is Unanimous 

A notable fact disclosed at the out 
set is tha: the Simon report is un 
animous. 

The first principle enunciated ts 
that the new constitution should con- 
tain within itself provision for its own 
development and should not be based 
upon too rigid or too uniform a plan 
but should allow for the natural 
growth and diversity of the country. 
The commission declared the pro- 
vision in existence for a ten-year re- 
port upon a working reformed con- 
sti m is quite foreign to the spirit 
of constitutional development as un- 
derstood elsewhere in the empire.

RATE OUTSIDE

| Results of World Postal 
Congress Goes Into 
Effect 


Canadian Press 

OTTAWA, June 24.—Reduced post- 
al rates on Canadian mail destined 
to foreign countries with the excep- 
tion of the British Empire, France 
and North and South America, will go 
into effect on July 1, it was announc- 
ed Monday by the postmaster-gener- 
al's department. The changes result- 
ed from the world postal congress 
held in Lonodn, England, last year, 
= affect many countries of the 
world. 

Under the new rates, letters will be 
carried for five cents for the first 
ounce and three cents for each subse- 
quent ounce or fraction. The we 
card rate will be three cents. e 
tate on printed matter will be one 
cent for each two ounces. Commer- 
cial papers will be carried for five 
cents for a packet not exceeding [0 
ounces in weight and one cent for 
every two ounces thereafter. 

The rate on samples will be two 
cents for a packet not exceding four 
ounces in weight and one cent for 
every additional two ounces. Inter- 
national reply coupons will be sol@ 
at seven cents each and the redemp- 
tion value will be at the rate of five 
cents in postage stamps for each cou- 


pon. 

All these rates apply only to par- 
cels or letters destined to points out-

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THE CROPS 


Fairly heavy and general rains have 
materially improved the crop situation 
in Alberta during the last few days. As 
an offset to that, the weekly statement 
of the Minister of Agriculture makes 
clear that wind damage in previous 
weeks has been extensive, and that a 
very large acreage in the central eastern 
section of the province has been re- 
seeded, presumably with coarse grains. 

Outside the Peace River area, which 
was favored with spring rains, the last 
week in June finds crops decidedly less 
far advanced than is usual at this sea- 
son. Given favorable conditions from 
this on, a fair crop may be looked for, 
but scarcely more than that. The out- 
look in Saskatchewan and Manitoba is 
apparently similar. 

With a carry-over of more than a 
hundred million bushels from last year 
in the west, a crop of only moderate pro- 
portions this year may do something to 
restore the balance by an upward influ- 
ence on prices. The downward move- 
ment at Winnipeg at the week-end is at- 
tributed to lack of oversea orders, rath- 
er than the improved weather condi- 
tions in the west. 


BELGIUM'S PROTEST 


Belgium is protesting to Washing- 
ton that the new tariff will still further 
increase the unfavorable balance of 
trade against Belgium in its commerce 
with the United States. Seeing that 
the bill was devised to produce precisely 
that result, the satisfaction of register- 
ing its disapproval is about all Belgium 
is likely to get out of the protest. 

The United States has developed its 
facilities for manufacturing altogether 
beyond the consumptive capacity of the 
home market. It is attempting to force 
the surplus into foreign markets with- 
out taking any corresponding amount 
of foreign products in return. The 
Hawley -Smoot bill was framed with 
that object in view, and can only succeed 
in so far as it excludes foreign products 
and creates trade balances against 
other countries. 

The reaction in Belgium to this lit- 
tle program is apparently the same as it 
is in Canada; and as it must be in 
every country that has aspirations to- 


ward industrial development. The in- 
evitable result must be a_ general 
hoisting of foreign tariffs against 


manufactured goods from the United 
States. If the republic after a while 
finds itself in a position of commercial 
isolation, that will be the logical out- 
come of its attempt to “blast” its way 
into the markets of other countries. ~ 


DOMINION HELP NEEDED 


No one in the public life of Great 
Britain or the dominions is better quali- 
fied than Mr. Lloyd George to say the 
thing that ought to be said as to the 
present status of the Empire and the 
need for closer relations, commercial 
and political, among the units of which 
it is composed. His speech on that sub- 
ject to the Imperial Press Conference 
covers the whole ground, and puts the 
case for unity in words which Britons 
everywhere could hardly do better than 
memorize. 

Unfortunately, as was said of an 
English king, Mr. Lloyd George is not 
always able to act as wisely as he talks. 
He properly stresses the fact that na- 
tional independence is the ground upon 
which the alliance of British nations 
exists. His hearers may have recalled 
that the speaker once “led” Egypt along 
the road of independence, with the re- 
sult that it now stands outside the Em- 
pire altogether, hurling insults at the 
country that rescued it from slavery, 
and demanding contro] of the British 
territory in the Sudan. 

It may be suggested that, had the 
dominions at that time had the voice 
Mr. Lloyd George thinks they should 
have in Imperial affairs, the Fyyptians 
would not now be doing a political Der- 
vish dance in their desert and demand- 
ing the privilege of wiping out their 
score against the people whose heels 
were on their necks until Britain bought 
their release with blood and money. 
Perhaps the war-time Premier had that 
in mind when he urged the dominions to 
take a share in the responsibility of 
steering the colonia] divisions of the 
Empire toward the independence they 


* 
| themselves enjoy as units inside the 


great commonwealth. 
WHY NOT SPEAK PLAINLY? 


In his address at Saskatoon a few 
days ago Mr. Bennett assumed the part 
of outraged innocence because Premier 
King had ventured to cite the resem- 
blance of his recent pronouncements on 
the subject of trade with Great Britain 
and the “No truck nor trade with the 
Yankees” policy upon which the party 
Mr. Bennett leads once stum the 
country. 

A repetition of the offence, the Op- 
position leader intimated in his usual 
moderate and reserved tone, would re- 


sult in some dire but unspecified cala- 
| mity descending upon the mier and 
| his Government. Probably meaning 


that if the Premier does it again Mr. 
Bennett may turn himself loose and 
show us what he can do in the way of 
real roughhouse oratory. 

Whether the Premier will be scared 
into silence by the threat remains to be 
seen. In any case, that seems to be a 
subject on which the Opposition leader 
is somewhat touchy. That can be un- 
derstood, for Mr. Bennett finds himself 
in the uncomfortable role of trying to 
lead the party whose proudest boast has 
| been its superior loyalty in a fight to 

prevent the extension of the preference 
on British goods. 

Allowance must be made for the sus- 
ceptibility of a leader placed in that 
anomalous position. But threats of re- 
sorting to platform thuggery will not 
help his case. What Mr. Bennett should 
do, if he wants to put an end to allu- 
sions of this unpleasant kind, is to 


emerge from his smoke screen of nebu- 
lous rhetoric long enough to tell the 
country just what it is that he wants to 
do about our trade relations with Great 
Britain.

man’s neck, But 
he is no more 
likely to be a 
Job when his 
afflictions come than are the butch- 
er and the baker and the candile- 
stick maker whom he attends. How 
the psychologist reacts to the “petty 
mental ailments that torment the 
ordinary run of humanity” depends, 
as it does for that run, on what 
kind of a personality he is. Temper- 
ament goes far deeper than pro- 
fession 

The gp oe is a man, “for a’ 
that” he has to deal rather inti- 
mately with the varieties of human 
make-up.
